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Water Pollution Outreach Activity 


The Office of Environmental Services (OES) conducted an outreach activity on July 
10, 2008 for the Water Pollution Control Program (funded by EPA-Region 6). OES 
coordinated the outreach with the Summer Tribal Youth Program in order to teach 
kids about water pollution and how water chemistry and quality can be measured. 

A trip was made to Dugout Creek (approximately 1 mile west of the Tribal Complex) 
and to the pond at the Nature Center at the Tribal Complex. The kids collected water 
samples and were asked to evaluate the area surrounding the water sources for poten- 
tial pollutants. 

After collecting water samples, the kids returned to the Eagle’s Nest where they used 
HACH test kits to measure pH, nitrates, dissolved oxygen, and fecal bacteria from 
four water sources: Dugout Creek, Nature Center pond, bison pond, and tap water.

The Treasure was in route to the meeting. 

INVOCATION 

Secretary Big Soldier offered the invocation. 

MINUTES 

The minutes of May 29, 2008 were presented to committee for approval. Councilperson Prince moved to approve the presented min- 
utes. Secretary Big Soldier seconded the motion. The motion carried with 2 yeas, 0 nays, and 1 abstention. 

Treasure Shores arrived to the meeting at 10:25 a.m. 

CASINO 

Financial Report 

It was noted that the consulting note fee has been removed from the payment calculation. It was also noticed that under the Native 
American Headcount report that this section was not broken out like it was requested at the last meeting. The cash distribution report 
was not current. These items will be brought to the attention of the CEO to address and correct. 

TREASURE REPORT 

Financial Report-Finley & Cook 

Linda O’Neal presented an analysis of monthly fee report showing expenditures, monthly accounting fees, annual monthly account- 
ing fees, annual monthly accounting fee write off, and write off percentage report to the committee. Mrs. O’Neal also offered an 
apology to the committee for any misunderstanding concerning the addendum to the contract that increased fees by 30%. 

Scott Hubert (Accounting Manager) presented the committee with the status report showing pending items and new issues related to 
grants expenditures, grant close out, and dividend payments. 

Becky Carter informed the committee of her investment findings and recommends Redstone Investment, Inc. (an Indian Owned 
Company). 

Councilperson Prince moved to approve the return of $22, 920 to Health & Human Services. Treasure Shores seconded the motion. 
The motion carried with 3 yeas, 0 nays, and 1 abstention. 

Becky Carter informed the committee that to transition the remainder of accounts from Stillwater National Bank to Spirit this will 
require the administrators and the Treasures assistance. Mr. Robertson will need to get on grants.gov to establish the Indian Health 
Services drawdown information. 

The Treasure reported that there were outstanding debts and balances that the 2006-2007 Pow Wow Chairman did not reconcile. 
These discrepancies were identified from the 2007 audit and finding. 
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Dividend Payment 

Treasure Shores reported that the CEO has advised the committee that there are monies available through the smoke shop enterprise. 
CEO D. Clark reported that there are funds available to distribute funds for a dividend payment. It was agreed that the CEO will re- 
turn with a recommendation for an allowable dividend payment prior to the next Business Committee Meeting to be held on July 10, 
2008. 

GOVERNMENT 

It was decided that July 10 th would be the next and Regular Business Committee Meeting and Installation of Officers. 

Cost of Living Increase 

Councilperson Prince moved to table this item until further research can be completed. Treasure Shores seconded the motion. The 
motion carried with 3 yeas, 0 nays, and 1 abstention. 

Road Priority 

Councilperson Prince moved to approve Resolution 1-08-84 , a resolution regarding a tribal transportation plan priorities. The priority 
will be the Eagle Aviary road, Pow Wow Road, south parking lot of Casino, and previously identified three bridges. Secretary Big 
Soldier seconded the motion. The motion carried with 3 yeas, 0 nays, and 1 abstention. 

ENVIRONMENTAL 


Budget Revision for Trash GAP Grant (Fund 763) 

Secretary Big Soldier moved to approve Resolution 1-08-85 , a resolution authorizing the revision of the General Assistance Program- 
Open Dump Budget. Councilperson Prince seconded the motion. The motion carried with 3 yeas, 0 nays, and 1 abstention. 

Budget Revision for General Fund Bison Program (Fund 100-450)
